Taxes Amounting 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 16 — The 


He said that Californians paid 
state taxes amounting to $1,750,- 
000,000 last year, not including 
unemployment insurance taxes; 
that his board, as a tax collecting 
agency, administers laws relating 
to about two-thirds of this money. 


He said that state and local 
sales and use taxes accounted for 
$770,000,000, that the state has 
326,000 sellers operating under 
state permits, that in addition to 
collecting the state’s three per 
cent sales tax, the state board of 
equalization also collects a one 
cent sales tax for 49 counties and 
297 cities of the state. 


Quinn said that since Tulare 
county and its cities adopted a 
uniform sales tax on October 1, 
1957, the eounty has derived 
$'340,574 and the city of Porter- 
ville $177,290 in sales taxes. 


He said that 97 per cent of the 
sales and use tax base in Califor- 
nia is now subject to a four per 
cent tax, with money thus raised 
serving to relieve property taxes. 

Quinn said that highway taxes, 
which include taxes on gasoline, 
diesel fuel, and transportation, ac- 
count for about 20 per cent of the

gasoline, income during the past 
fiscal year was $284,000,000. 

In other statistical data, Quinn 
said that taxes paid on premiums 
collected by 6775 insurance com- 
panies operating in. California 
brought $46,000,000 in 1957; that 
alcohol beverage excise taxes 
brought the state $39,000,000; 
that private car tax and itinerant 
merchant tax produced $2,000,000. 

Quinn said that in addition to 
acting as the state’s tax collector, 
the state board of equalization sits 
as a bearing board in cases involv- 
ing tax disputes; that the board 
values utility property in the 
State; that it equalizes property 
assessments within the state and 
it administers its own internal 
business. 

Concerning inter-county assess- 
ment equalization, Quinn said that 
job of the board is to assist coun- 
ty assessors in all counties, and, 
secondly, to take samplings of as- 
sessments in the 58 counties to de- 
termine statewide average of as- 
sessed values in relation to mar- 
ket value, and adjust, up or down,

(Continued trom Page 1) 
a specific county as necessary. 

Quinn emphasized that the state 
board of equalization makes no 
laws; its entire function is deter- 
mined by laws passed by the state 
legislature. 

To take care of the board’s busi- 
ness, a Staff of 2,500 persons is 
employed who handle some 340,- 
000 separate taxpayers’ accounts 
and serve the public through 63 
offices, scattered throughout the 
state, while two additional offices 
are maintained outside California 
— one in Chicago, the other in 
New York City, to check firms 
that do business in California but 
maintain no office in the state. 

Quinn said that cost of opera- 
tion of the state board runs less 
than two cents on each dollar of 
revenue collected. 

Concerning the general tax pic- 
ture, Quinn said that in 1956-57, 
Californians paid $9,600,000,000 
in taxes; of this amount, 67 per 
cent went to the federal govern- 
ment; 18 per ‘eent to state gov- 
ernment and 15 per cent to local 
government.
